since he lived in this city as a boy. the 
ceremony took place. The structure 
was decked in the papal colors, yel- 
low and white, interspersed with the 
American colors and the archbishops 
purple. 
About 10 o'clock a solemn 


procession of 150 of the clergy wend- 
ed its way to this cathedral and a 
throng of other persons crowded the 
edifice. Following high mass the pal- 
lium was placed upon the altar. 


Pallium Described. 


It is a band of white wool with two-, 


pendants of the same .material and 
hears four black crosses. 
It was 


brought here from Rome and its sa- 
cred import was described as follows 
by Archbishop Glennon, of 9t. Louis, 
who delivered the sermon.

I)r. J. N. Hurty, Secretary of tho State Board of Health Prepares 
a Comprehensive Summary of tho Act as It Was Strengthened by 
last Legislature. 


Indianapolis, April 24.—Dr. J. N. i 


Hurty. secretary of the state board of 
health has prepared for publication a 
comprehensive summary of the In- 
diana pure food and drug law. The 
statement is appended: 


The Pure Food and Drug Law. 
The pure food and drug law passed 


by tho sixty-fifth general assembly, 
places Indiana in the fore in the work 
of preventing adulteration. The first 
law of this kind was passed in 1S99 
by the sixty-first general assembly, 
but no provisions tor enforcement 
.•were 
included, 
consequently 
it 


brought no relief. In 1905, the state 
laboratory of hygiene was 
creator! 


an appropriation given and spech 
authority conferred on the state board 
of health for enforcement. So much 
good work was done and such econo- 
mic results produced that the last 
legislature strengthened the law, in- 
creased tho appropriation and gavo 
more authority to the state board of 
health for enforcement. 


The present law is excellent, be 


ing almost tho same as the bill pre 
sented.by.tho state board of health in 
1898, 
but which was considerably 


-amended before passage,- and for 


•which no provisions for .enforcemen 
•were made. This bill too, was seem 
Ingly the forerunner of the nationa 
law, for the latter in many places has 
the same wording. It is true, there 
fore that, while the present Indian; 
pure food and drug law is along th 
lines of the national law, it is als 
Bimply the amplified statute passe 
by the sixty-first assemly. 


Food and Adulteration Defined. 


The law defines food to "include all 


articles used for food, drink, confec- 
tionery or condiment by man or other 
animals, whether simple, mixed or 
compound.'1 All foods shall be deem- 
ed to be adulterated, 
"First' If any substance or sub- 


stances -have been mixed with, It so 
B.B to reduce, or lower, or Injuriously 
affect its quality or strength. 


"Second. II 
any substance 
has 


been substituted wholly or in part for 
the article. 
"Third. If any valuable constitu- 


ent has been wholly or in. part ab 
Btracted .from it. . 
"Fourth. If it consists In any pro-

Pure Milk Provided. 


Milk, the 
most 
important of all 


with the unsanitary slaughter house 
and the uncleanly handling of meats. 
Section 4 forbids the sale o£ any meats 
prepared, kept or handled under un- 
sauitary conditions, and defines un- 
sanitary conditions as follows: 


"If the slaughter house is dilapi- 


dated and in a state of decay, if the 


1 floors or side walls are soaked with de- 


caying blood or other animal matter. 
If efficient fly screens are not provid- 
ed, if the drainage of the slaughter 
house or slaughter house yard is not 
efficient, if maggots or filthy pools or 
hog wallows exist in 
the slaughter 


house yard or under 
the slaughter 


house: if the water supply used, in 
connection with the cleansing and pre 
paring is not pure and unpolluted; if 
hogs are kept In the slaughter house 
yard or fed therein on animal offal, or 
if the odors of putrefaction plainly 
exist therein: if carcasses or parts of 
carcasses are transported from place 
to place when not covered with clean 
white cloths, or if kept in unclean, bad- 
smelling refrigerators, or if kept in 
unclean or bad-smelling cold storage 
rooms." 
The penalty is seizure and 


destruction of the meat, and the en< 
forcement Is summary. On this point 
the law says: 


"It shall bo the duty of all peace and 


all health officers to seize any anlma' 
carcass or parts of carcasses, or anj 
domestic or wild fowl, eggs, game or 
fish found to be unwholesome and 
which are Intended for sale or offered 
for sale for human food or which have 
been slaughtered and prepared, han- 
dled or kept under unsanitary condi- 
tions as herein defined, and shall de- 
liver the same forthwith to and before 
tho nearest police judge or Justice of 
the peace, together with all informa- 
tion obtained, and said police judge, or 
said justice of tho peace shall issue 
warrants of arrest for all persons be- 
lieved to have violated any of the pro- 
visions ot this section, and said cause 
shall be tried at an early date there- 
after. 
Any person, persons, firm or 


oods, is well protected by the law. 
The standard of pure milk is fixed at 
not less than 3.25 per cent, of milk 
at, and not less than 8V per cent, of 
nilk solids, exclusive of" fat. It also 
must not contain any added water 
color or preservative. More important 
nan this, it is provided that it shall 
bo unlawful to sell milk "from cows 
which have been fed on the refuse of 
Ibiillertes, or from sick or diseased 
COWH. * * * * or milk collected 
and kept or handled under conditions 
which are not cleanly and Ranltary." 
This clause makes it possible to pun- 
ish for offering 
for sale or selling 


dirty milk. As dirt in milk Is dan- 
gerous to health and life, and as add- 
ed water Is only a fraud, It is plain 
that the importance of excluding dirt 
and keeping milk under extra sanitary 
conditions is of the greatest Import- 
ance. It may be said that—while the 
sword has slain its thousands, dirty 
milk has slain its tens of thousands, 
and this is true. The dirt occurring 
in milk is generally 
found 
to be 


minute particles of manure from the 
Hanks and bag of tho animals. This 
manure is covered with millions of 
germs and they find milk a rich soil 
to grow upon. Unless tho milk is im- 
mediately cooled to 40 degrees or be- 
low and kept there, these germs pro- 
liferate and the product of their life 
processes 
is poisons 
called toxins. 


These toxins, according to their viru- 
lence and quantity cause colic, indi- 
:estion, diarrhoea, cholera infantum 
and all forms of intestinal disturb- 
ances. Of all infants dying of intes- 
tinal disorders, about 90 per cent, are 
bottle fed, and their death is from 
poison laden milk. Breast fed babies 
if kept clean, and if prevented from 
introducing dust into their mouths, 
are rarely affected with maladies of 
the digestive tract. 


Clean, Sound Meats. 


An Inspection. of the 
slaughter 


houses of the state made by the state 
board of health 
in 
1906, disclosed 


some horrible facts. The summary of 
the report showed that over 9-4 per 
cent, of all slaughter houses were so 
unsanitary as to forbid the use of the 
word sanitary In any form in connec- 
tion with them. They were almost al- 
ways dilapidated frame 
structures, 


filthy in the extreme, with rotting of- 
fal near by and rotting 'blood and 


corporation found guilty ot violating 
any of the provisions ot this section 
shall be fined not less than ten nor 
more than one hundred dollars for 
each offense, and tho meat in question 
shall be drenched with kerosene oil or 
rendered into grease and tankage as 
the court may direct." 


Mlsbrandlng. 


A great evil long existing In con 


nection with foods and drugs, is mis 
branding. Articles are branded "abso 
lutely pure" when wholly false. Syrup 
made out of glucose, a little cane su 
gar, colored with caramel 
and fla 


vored with decoction of corn cobs o 
hickory bark, Is labeled "Pure Maple 
Syrup." This is a glaring fraud, for a 
pure maple syrup 
price is charged, 


and a lie told. Endless examples could 
be given of misbranding, and all done 
to deceive and defraud. On the sub- 
ject of misbranding the law says: 


"That the 
term 
'mlabranded,' as 


used herein, shall apply to all drugs, 
or articles of food, or articles which 
enter into the composition of food and 
drugs, the package or label of which 
shall bear any statement, design, or de- 
vice regarding such article, or the in- 
gredients 
or substances 
contained 


therein which shall be false or mis- 
leading in any particular, and to any 
food or drug product which is falsely

branded as'to the state, territory or 
country in which it is manufactured or 
produced." 


Adulterated Original Packages. 


The law wisely provides that deal- 


ers shall not be held liable for selling 
adulterated articles in original pack- 
ages when a guarantee of vm\ty,ls

any drug or article of food which is 
adulterated."

What Will Be Accomplished. 


The state board of health estimates 


that the people of the state have been 
paying out not less than $5,000,000 
annually for 
adulteration 
in 
their 


foods and drugs. Those business men 
to whom the calculations have been 
submitted concur in saying the estl 
mates are below rather than above the 
truth. Besides this direct loss, there 
la the loss due to mal-nutrition and in- 
Jury'of. digestive apparatus. 
It 
is 


therefore not hard to understand that 
if. only fifty or even 10 per cent ot 
these losses can be prevented, that a 
great work will be done. The board 
is now energetically enforcing the law. 
Five inspectors are now hard at work 
making inspections. They are liable 
to appear at any place at almost any 
time, and there will be no hesitation 
on the part of the board to prosecute 
all offenders. The process of enforce- 
ment is for the inspectors to buy all 
articles of food or drugs which they 
may suspect are adulterated and send 
them to the laboratory at Indianapolis 
where they will be analyzed by skilled 
chemists, who give their whole time 
to chemical analysis. Whenever any 
adulteration is found, the facts in the 
case are immediately given to the 
prosecutor of the district and legal 
action commenced. The task the state 
hoard of health has before it is great 
indeed; and, of course, its efforts will 
be controlled by the money«s:lven for 
enforcement of the law. which is $15,- 
000 annually. "This," the board says, 
"will make possible a great work, but 
it will suffice to eliminate only a frac- 
tion of the evil which costs the people 
?5,000,000 annually."

and until that is done he could not see 
low -tho members could vote intelli- 
gently.

written to Honore Jaxon. of Chicago, 
•hairman of the "Cook county Moyer- 
Haywond conference," 
and 
accuses 


that labor organization, with others of 
Uie country, with trying; to influence 
the courts of justice In 
the Mover- 


Haywood trial by adopting such mot- 
toes as "death can not, will not, shall 
not claim our brothers." 


Apologize for Bloodshed. 


The miners' chiefs, the 
president 


declares, stand with Debs as the men 
who have done as much to discredit 
the labor movement as the worst spec- 
ulative financiers have done to dis- 
credit honest capitalists. These three 
men, the letter charges, are the repre- 
sentatives of men who habitually and 
publicly apologize for bloodshed and 
violence. 


The president says lie regrets any 


body ot men should so far forget their 
duty to their country as to, by forma- 
tion of societies and In other ways, en 
deavor to Influence Justice and coerce 
court or jury; that they, not he, are 
trying to Influence justice, and he con- 
de'mns what he calls their flagrant 1m 
propriety In the matter. He says that 
he Indicated no opinion as to Moyer 
and Haywood's guilt of the Steunen 
berg murder, but that it was a simple 
absurdity to suppose that because a 
man was on trial ho was free from 
criticism as to his manner of life. He 
said he might as well bo accused of 
trying to Influence the suits against 
Harriman, some of whose friends had 
also criticised him. He added that he 
was profoundly indifferent to the con- 
demnation of him for his criticisms of 
the undesirable types of citizens re- 
gardless ot the power of cither labor 
or capital. 
President Roosevelt's Letter. 


The letter follows:

West Lake Street, Chicago.—Dear 
Sir: 
T have received your letter of 


the 19th inst in which you inclose 
the draft of the formal letter which 
Is to follow. 
I have been notified 


that several delegations bearing sim- 
ilar requests are on the way hither. 
In the letter you,' on behalf o£ the 
Cook county Moycr-Haywood con- 
ference, protest against certain lan- 
guage I used in a recent letter which 
you aasert to bo designed to influ- 
ence the course of justice in the case 
of the trial for murder of Messrs. 
Moyer and 
Haywood. I entirely 


agree with you that it is Improper 
to endeavor to influence the course 
of justice, whether by threats or In 
any similar manner. 


For this reason I have regretted 


most deeply the action of such or 
ganizations as your own in undertak 
Ing to accomplish this very result in 
the very case of which you speak. 
For instance, your letter is headed 
"Cook County Moyer-Haywood-Petti- 
bone Conference," with, the head- 
lines "Death can not. will not, shall 
not 
claim 
our 
brothers." 
This 


shows that you and your associates 
nre not demanding a fair trial or 
working for a fair trial but are an- 
nouncing in advance that the verdict 
shall only bo one way and that you 
will not tolerate any other verdict. 
Such action is flagrant in its impro- 
priety and I join heartily in con- 
demning it. 


Holds Criticism Absurd.

You would, of course, be entirely 


within your rights if you merely an- 
nounced that you thought Messrs. 
Moyer and Haywood were "desir- 
able citizens," though in such case

If this does not constitute unde- 


sirable citizenship then there can 
never be any undesirable citizens. 
The men whom I denounce repre- 
sent the men who have abandoned 
that legitimate movement for the 
uplifting of labor with which I havo 
the most 
hearty 
sympathy; they 


have adopted practices which cut 
them off from those who lead this 
legitimate 
movement. 
In 
every 


way I shall support the law-abiding 
and upright representatives ot la- 
bor, and in no way can I better sup- 
port them than by drawing sharpest 
possible line between them on the 
one hand and on the 
other hand 


those preachers of violence who are 
themselves the worst foes of the 
honest laboring men. 


Sees Plan to Coerce Jury. 


Let mo repeat my deep regret 


that any body of men should so far 
forget their duty to their country ns 


out regard to whether or not they 
are guilty of the crime for which 
they are "now being tried, they rep- 
resent as thoroughly undesirable a 
typo of citizenship as can be found 
In this country: a type which, In 
the letter to which you so un- 
reasonably take exception. I showed 
not to be" confined to any one class, 
but to exist among some representa- 
tives of groat capitalists as well as 
among some representatives of wage 
workers. 


Indifferent to Condemnation. 


In that letter I condemned both 


types. 
Certain representatives of 


tho great 
capitalists 
in turn con- 


demned me for including Mr. Har- 
riman 
in 
my 
condemnation of 


Messrs. Moyer and Haywood. Cer- 
tain of tho representatives of labor 
lu turn condemned 'me because I in- 
cluded Messrs. Moyer and Haywood 
as 
undesirable 
citizens, together 


with Mr. Harriman. I am so pro- 
foundly indifferent to the condem- 
nation in one case as In the other. 


I challenge as a right
